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Scorbutic Eruptions, with glandular, ſcrophulous 
 Feelling in the Neck, and Abſceſſes in the Arm- 


Mx. PENMAN, a Cabinet. maker of Silver- 


ſtreet, Golden-ſquare, had been afflicted 


with an inveterate Scurvy fix years, which every 
Spring and Autumn attacked him with redou- 
bled vigour : The Diſeaſe began with wandering 
pains which became almoſt intolerable in the 


night, but were ſomewhat abated towards 


morning. | 


He had Eruptions on the hands, legs, and 


arms, from which a glairy moiſture ouzed 
forth, and, growing dry, gradually hardened into 


thick, horny cruſts, which peeled off, and were 


again ſucceeded by others of the ſame kind. 


Thefe ſymptoms were accompanied with in- 


activity, and loſs of ſtrength, with profuſe nigbt- 
ſweats, and wearineſs of the muſcular parts, as 
after immoderate exerciſe, He had ſometimes 
a bleeding from the noſe, with itching, ſpungy 
gums, which bled upon the ſlighteſt rouch. 
About two years before, ſeveral ſmall glan- 
dular ſwellings appeared in his neck, and under 
his arm-pits, the laſt of which came to ſuppu- 
ration, and were opened. 
The wound digeſted badly, and a freſh col- 


lection of matter was brought upon the part, 


which was diſcharged by inciſion as before; 
notwithſtanding the fore made no advance to- 


wards

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wards healing, but degenerated into a hollow 
| Ulcer, which turned out tedious in the cure, 


and was laid open ſeveral times before thar 
was effected. 1 3 

During his illneſs he had tried Mercurial 
Phyfic, the purging waters and Ætbiops Mi- 
zeral, with the different kinds of anti- ſcorbutic 
Diet-Drinks, and decoctions of ſarſaparilla, but 


with little relief. 


November the 6th, 1757, when he applied 


to me, he had alſo great difficulty in breathing, 
and acute pains under his ſhoulder-blades. I

He was rendered very low and weak by this 
rough treatment ; which, by irritating the in- 
flamed parts, brought on violent pain at the 
neck of the Bladder, with a frequent endeavour 
to make water, which he voided in ſmall quan- 
tities, and with great pain: this complaint at 
laſt ended in a total ſuppreſſion of urine, inſo- 
much as to oblige him to have it drawn off by 
the Catheter, and afterwards he was directed to 
the uſe of the Bougee. — I directed ten ounces 
of blood to be taken away, and an opiate at 
night; an emulſion was alſo taken occaſionally, 
which abated his pain. A few days after, he 
began the Liſbon Diet-Drink, which gently

matter was ſenſible to the touch, and the Sur- 
gon propoſed to lay it open by inciſion ; but, 
waiting too long for ſuppuration, the collected 
matter was abſorbed into the blood, leaving 
behind it a hard indolent ſwelling, which would 
neither diſperſe nor ſuppurate : Soon after, an 
cer appeared in bis throat, near the right 
Toni Gland; he had dry, tawny eruptions on 
the ſkin, with brown ſpots, which peeled off 
like Bran: On his arrival in London, he was 
adviſed ro undergo a Salivation, but, by the re- 
commendation of Mr. Kelly of the Temple, he 
applied to me. 5 
April the 5th, 1757, I put him upon a courſe 
of the Diet-Driak, which brought the Bubo to 
ſuppuration ; ſo that, a cauſiic being applied, 
the matter was diſcharged, and the ulcer healed 
firm and ſound from the bottom. Towards 
the end of his courſe, the Ulcer in bis mouth 
healed, his in was clear of Eruptions, and he 
was perfectly cured in a month, having re- 
mained well ever ſince; at this late period of 
time, December 27, 1790, being in good health 
and ſpirits. =

He could not eat 
ſolids, or ſleep for ſeveral days and nights; his 
ſtomach being ſick, and his head giddy. He 
was bliſtered, bled at the arm, and by Leeches 
applied to the affected part; he frequently took 
purging phyſic, and ſeveral other remedies were 
both internally and externally applied, but with- 
out relief. About ſeven years before, his whole 
body broke out with a moiſt ſcab, and from 
that time he never miſſed theſe eruptions, more or 
leſs, every ſpring, till that of taking the Diet- 
Drink. _ :

when, prompted by uneaſineſs and pain, he 
looked down his throat, which appearing raw 
and ulcerated, alarmed him greatly. = 
He had ſeveral broad tawny ſpots upon his 
breaſt and body, reſembling Bran. I found 
the Tonfil Glands almoft eaten away, and the 
paſſage behind the Uvula full of ſmall Ulters, 
September the gt, he began with the Liſbon

well-green, applied to me; about /even years 
| before he had been conſtantly troubled with zoc- 
turnal pains, which deprived him of his natural 
,- 1 5 
He often felt indolent pains, extending to- 
wards the ears, with a /en/e of a weigbt acroſs 
bis noſe, which proved the unlucky forerunner 
of what afterwards happened, u. a decay of 
the Cartilage and Bones: at length the inſide of 
his noſe was alcerated, and fo filled up with 
ſcabs, that it was with the greateſt difficulty he 
could breathe. In picking the noſe, and at- 
tempting to blow it, ſeveral pieces of the de- 
cayed bone came away, one of which was as 
large as the finger nail, which I have in my pc/- 
ſeſſion. The noſe was then conſiderably de- 
preſſed, ſo as to disfigure the face; and in this 
_ unhappy ſituation he was in deſpair, and la- 
boured under the dreadful apprehenfions of dy- 
ing by inches, as every method had been tried in 
vain. Half a year after, an inflammation fell 
upon his eyes, and for a conſiderable time he was 
almoſt blind, but totally ſo in the right He, inal- 

much

much as not even to diſtinguiſh the light of a 
candle. Soon after he was attacked with a fore 
throat, and ulceration of the Uvulz and To 
Glends. At this time he put himſelf under the 
care of Mr. Obern, his Apothecary. He tried 
lumigation, and the ſeveral Mercarial Prepara- 
_ tions, but particularly the Blue Pill, with a 
ftrons decoction of Sarſaparilla, but without the 
wiſhed-for effect; for the Ulcers ſtill continued 
in a corroding ſtate, and ſoon after another 
Ulcer made its appearance on the roof of his 
mouth, which deſtroyed the Palate-Bone quite 
through. — Finding bis diſeaſe thus uncommonly 
inveterale, and ſo deeply rooted in his conſtitu- 
tion by length of time, he began to 1% a 
bopcs of a cure, as well as the patient, who 
ſeemed ſinking very faſt. In this condition he 
came with him to me.—1 found both the Tonfil 
Glands conſumed by Uleers; the Uvula was 
eaten away at its baſis, and hung by a ſmall 
thread ready to drop into the throat, which was 
therefore ſnipped “ off with the probe · ſciſſors; 
the Ulcer on the roof of his mouth had made 
its way through the Palate-Bone, and was large 
enough to admit a gooſe-quill, fo that the li- 
guids he attempted to ſwallow were forced 
through this hole, and guſhed out at his noſe; 


which obliged him to hold a handkerchief ro 


his face, to hinder it from being perceived. 
September the 16th, he began a courſe of the

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Liſbon Diet-Drink, which generally ſweated him 
night and morning; and, though theſe ſweats 
were ſometimes profuſe, he found both his

On the 
23d, the inflammation of the throat ſeemed 


abating, and the Ulcers looked cleaner; he 
could ſwallow with lefs difficulty and pain, and

of ſound fleſh ; he could now ſwallow without

was in good ſpirits, got ſtrength very faſt, and 
at the end of fix weeks left off the Medicine, per- 
fettly cured.

tions began to ſhoot out from the ulcerated 
part, which he endeavoured to deſtroy by eſ- 
charotics, &c. He tried different prepara- 
tions of Mercury, in order to deſtroy that Ve- 
nereal cauſe which gave riſe to the Ulcer, and 


to reſtrain the excreſcence, exattly repreſented by 


tbe annexed Print; notwithſtanding which he 
perceived it every day growing larger. In twelve 


months the fumor was ſo enormouſly enlarged 
downwards and acroſs his throat, that it was 
with the utmoſt difficulty he could breathe, 
ſwallow, or ſpeak diſtinctly, Whilſt in bed, 


he breathed fo laboriouſly, that he was often 
obliged ſuddenly to riſe up in the night, to n 
AvOl 
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avoid the danger of ſuffocation. He applied 
to me ſoon after, in a moſt languiſhing condi- 

tion indeed, being extremely waſted and worn 
away from anxiety of mind and the want of 
ſleep, and nouriſhment. He was now unable 
to ſwallow any /clid food, and therefore obliged 
to live upon broth, milk, &c. I extirpated the 
tumor with ſome difficulty *, and deſtroyed the 
roots of it by the cauſt. lunar, incloſed in a 
ſilver canula, and cautiouſly conveyed down his 
throat to the affected part.

-'| ABOUT Apnl, 1786, I contrafted a vene- 
a; real diſeaſe, attended with a ſhanker, 
bubo, and gonorrhœa. The bubo was open- 
| ed by a cauſtic and healed in about two months, 
} but the gonorrhœa and ſhankers continued 
upwards of four months, although mercury ex- 
|  rternally and internally was uſed the whole time: 
The mercury thus applied did not falivate, but 
1 occaſioned profuſe ſweats attended with much 
fever, ſo that my ſurgeons, Meſſrs. Pott and 
Howard informed me my pulſe beat 110 
ſtrokes in a minute. I then took a decoction of 
[ Bark, with 60 drops of laudanum in the courſe 
| of the day, to appeaſe the anguiſh of the wound, 
Before, as weil as after, the bubo healed, my 1 
face, body, and legs, broke out in large cop- 
per-coloured ſpots which in ſeveral places turn- 
ed to running ſores, with large funguſſes of 
proud fleſh which were touched with blue 
ſtone; and precipitate ointment, and blue lint 
were applied to conſume and keep them down. 
After this ſevere courſe, which continued till 
the following September, the ſymptoms diſap- 
peared; I was concluded well, and a
